PUBLIC HEARINGS:

A. Receipt of public comments regarding the 2004 Local Law Enforcement Block Grant
Purchase Plan Proposal. The total amount available is $24,418 and proposed
purchases include tactical ballistic vests, electronics and communication equipment.

OLD BUSINESS:

A. An agreement with Sinclair Hille & Associates, Inc. for architectural services for the
construction of a pre-engineered metal building, not to exceed 10,000 square feet, for
use by the Lancaster County Sheriff's Department and Emergency Management.
Sinclair Hille will prepare and provide the necessary working drawings, specifications
and other contract documents. The County will pay a total project fee of $29,800.

7) NEW BUSINESS:

A.

An agreement between Lancaster County, Region V Systems and Cornhusker Place of
Lincoln-Lancaster County, Inc. for Cornhusker Place to assist the County and Region V
by including in the services it presently provides, the detention of individuals who are
in Emergency Protective Custody (EPC) in cases in which detention at Cornhusker
Place is appropriate. The agreement is effective upon execution and will expire on
June 30, 2005. Any party may terminate the agreement by giving 60 days written
notice. (C-04-0399)

A grant contract with St. Monica’s for the Project Mother and Child Expansion
program, which is the only existing residential substance abuse treatment program in
Nebraska for women who wish to live together with their children during treatment.
The grant amount is $500,000. Term of the grant contract is June 1, 2004 through
May 30, 2005. (C-04-0400)

An agreement with Region V Community Human Services Program (Region V) for
Region V, through Cornhusker Place Inc., to assume the safekeeping, care and
sustenance of certain acutely mentally ill individuals in the County. Term of the
agreement is July 1, 2004 through June 30, 2005. The County will pay Region V the
sum of $110 per individual, per day. (C-04-0401)

An agreement with Region V Systems for Emergency Protective Custody (EPC)
services at the Lancaster County Crisis Center. Term of the agreement is from July 1,
2004 to June 30, 2005. Region V will enter into separate agreements with referring
counties who will send acutely mentally ill individuals to Lancaster County. The
County will be paid $106 per individual for the County fee and $52 for the rural pool
for each individual. (C-04-0402)

An agreement with the Board of Regents of the University of Nebraska and the Lincoln
Housing Authority for the establishment and operation of the Nutrition Education
Program in order to address the nutritional needs of certain limited-income persons
living in urban housing in Lancaster County. Term of the agreement is September 1,
2004 to August 31, 2005. The County will pay $16,313 for the services, which will be
provided by the University. The Housing Authority will also pay $15,595 for the
services. (C-04-0403)

A labor agreement with the American Federation of State, County and Municipal
Employees, AFL-CIO (AFSCME), Local 2468, for a one year period beginning August
19, 2004. ( C-04-0412)
